Statements made to Chief or Polica 
Heintz by Attorney Paul J. Tomanoczy, 
with ofiices in Chicago and Gary, and

found by a passerby, resulted in the ar- 
rest of ilodjesch, who was held pending 
an examination. 
The nature of the in- 
formation leading up to the arrest of 
Modjesch was guarded by Chief Heinti, 
who said that 
he 
merely wished to 
question the former. 


E. W. Andre, president of the Ger- 
man 
alliance, of 
Hammond, Ind., as- 
serted that as a result of his inveati- 
gation he had come to the conclusion 
that Kayser was murdered by a sym- 
pathizer of the allies, because of the 
pastor's 
alleged 
denunciation of 
Eng- 
land. Russia and France. 
Andre stated 
that Kayser had repeatedly said that 
he feared his life was in danger as a re- 
sult of his utterances.

RUSSIAN LINES PIERCED. 


Austro-ermans Successful in Blow at 
Still Another Point. 


Berlin, Aug. 
28.—Teutonic 
pressure 
against the Russians in eastern Galicia 
has resulted in the piercing of the Rub- 
sian lines along the Zlota Lipa river, it 
was officially announced today by Ger- 
man 
headquarters. 


It was also announced that the town 
of Narew, about twenty miles south- 
east of Bialystok, had been occupied 
by the Germans. 


Since 
the 
Austro-German 
drive 
tlirough Galicia in June threw the Rus- 
sians back upon the line of the Dneistor 
and the Zlota Lipa rivers, late in June, 
tJiere has been comparative inactivity 
along this front, so far as the official 
reports have indicated.

DENIAL FROM RUSSIA. 


Has No Thought of 
Making 
Separate 
• Peace with Central Powers. 


London, Aug. 28.—The Daily Xews 
In an editorial today hazards the sug- 
gestion that the submarine which sank 
the steamship Arabic, has itself 
since 
been sunk and that therefore Germany's 
disavowal Qf the action of the under- 
water boat commander becomes com- 
paratively easy. 
The editorial contin- 
ues: 


"If it is true that Germany is pre- 
pared to abandon or suspend her at- 
tacks the United States has won a con- 
siderable diplomatic victory. 
There is 
not the slightest reason 
to suppose 
that. Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg 
(Ger- 
mán, imperial chancellor) sanctioned the 
at;^ack upon the Arabic or desired to 
ascerbate the relations with 
America. 
The sinking of the Arabic may be as- 
Biimed with some degree of certainty to 
have" been the malignant trick of his 
oppoiierits,

drive America to action." 


The editorial adds;

this autumn, as Field 
Marshall

Hindenburg 
apparently 
has made no 
progress in his efforts to secure control 
of the Baltic coast. 


The latest news from that 
region, 
however, indicates that 
Germany 
has 
not given up the plan for naval co-op- 
eration toward this end. 
Berlin reports 
that German warships 
bombarded 
at 
two points Dago island, which commands 
the entrance to the gulf of Finland. 


The Russian foreign minister. M. Za- 
zonoff, declares emphatically that there 
is no disagreement among the 
allied 
commanders, and that while a German 
soldier remains on Russian soil there 
can be no peace. 


The greatest interest 
is displayed 
here in reports from Washington of the 
negotiations between the United State? 
and Germany concerning 
the 
Arabic 
incident. 
Most of the newspapers con- 
sider that President Wilson has won a 
diplomatic success, the efifect of which 
on the whole question 
of 
submarine 
warfare is certain to be niomentous.

Avhich are located militia companies, will 
encouraged to take up and carry for- 
arci similar projects in their communi- 
ties, to the end that adequate armories 
may be provided, either by the state 
otherwise, for every company of the 
Indiana national guard. 


The Indianapolis 
commercial 
and 
civic bodies, recognizing 
the 
import- 
ance of encouraging the citizen soldiery, 
are working hard for the 
regimental 
armory. 
Resolutions adopted by these 
bodies express the belief "that it is the 
patriotic duty of every law-abiding citi- 
zen to see that the men of the Indiana 
national guard are 
surrounded 
with 
proper and beneficial influences, such as 
adequate armories and 
congenial 
en- 
vironment, so that their moral, intel- 
lectual and physical attributes may be 
properly developed along with their ac- 
quirement of military training."

Fort Wayne Civic Forum 
Meets at South Wayne 
School 


Indiana's system of taxation was bit- 
terly assailed Friday evening at a meet- 
ing of the Fort Wayne Civic Forum in 
the auditorium of the South Wayn>i 
school. 


Several discrepancies in the present 
tax system were pointed out by Attoir- 
ney W. C. Clapham. Rosa F. Lockridgc, 
secretary of the Citizens' League of In- 
diana, declared he favored the abolition 
of the general property tax or a change 
in the constitution of the state. 
The 
speaker advocated the separation of lo- 
cal and state tax sources so that the 
state taxes would 
be 
evenly divided 
among the counties according to popu 
lation. 
He would also divorce the tax- 
ation system from party politics by in- 
stituting a civil service scheme for us 
sessors. 


Calvin Brown, lormer county auditor, 
defended the tax ferret system. 
He de- 
clared that the state should be divided 
ipto four districts with a state tax com 
mission of five or seven men to equalias 
the system of taxation in these dis 
tricts. 
He advocated the appointment 
of a copimission to serve throughout the 
year with a 
certain 
number as hold 
over members. 


Attorney Glenn Smiley presided und 
made a short talk in which ho pointed 
out two distinct evils in the tax sys- 
tem as follows: 
The naming of men for 
assessors who do not know 
property 
values and the uneven distribution of 
taxes.

Carnegie Foundation Will Visit 
Orient Next to Stamp Out the Dead- 
ly Plagues—War On Yellow Fever 
and Malaria and Battles Against 
Bubonic Plague Are. to Be Waged 
to a Finish By This Master Of 
Tropical Ills and Germs

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The complete eradication of epi- 
demic disease from the world is en- 
tirely possible by elimilBating condi- 
tions which favor them, according 
to ^Majof General William C. Gorges, 
whose work in cleaning up the Pan- 
ama Canal zone gives authority to 
his words. 


It will lie recalled 
that Gorgas' 
undertaking was almost as gigantic 
as that of Col. Goethals for the form- 
er had to eradicate yellow fevér 
and the áaosguitos that carried it be- 
fore the real work of construction 
could be undertaken. By means of 
anilin dyes Gorgas learned that the 
mosquitos carrying the germ of yel- 
low fever came from certain swamps 
and by pumping dry the swamps the 
disease was stamped out. 


Gorgas obtained absolute proof 
against the mosquitos by establish- 
ing that those caught in the sleep- 
ing quarters of the men, bore blue, 
yellow or red markings, indicating 
that they came from the different 
swamps where the colors had been 
placed. 


It is now understood that the 
Rockefeller foundation has engaged 
Gen. Gorgas to undertake, as soon as 
he finishes his work in the Canal 
Zone, a campaign to stamp out yel- 
low fever from all countries where 
it now exists. 
A FORMIDABLE 
TASK. 


"The task of 
cleaning 
up the 
world," said Gen. Gorgas in a recent 
interview, "with a view to getting 
rid of the great epidemic diseases 
which are wholesale destroyers of 
mankind, seems at first glance very 
formidable, but it is bound to be 
undertaken and will be accomplish- 
ed more easily and with more ra- 
pidity than the average * layman 
would be inclined to expect. 


"Where epidemic diseases, such as 
yellow fever are concerned, it may 
be said that we have them at a cer- 
tain disadvantage. The bacterial or 
other géras that caused them—in 
the case of yellow fever it is an an- 
imal parasite—are manifestly living 
and propagating their species un- 
der conditions not favorable to their 
survival. If the situation were oth- 
erwise the maladies they engender 
would not be epidemic in character, 
for the very word epidemic mean.s 
that such onslaughts are only tem- 
porary. 


"It Is to be inferred then that 
these germs are able to do mischief 
only when conditions, through one 
sort of accident or another, happen 
to favor them. 


"Accordingly our task is to elim- 
inate such favoring conditions, as 
wâs doné in the Canal Zone, for in- 
stance, by draining swamps and 
iii^opting olher measures calculated 
to discourage the breeding of the 
particular species of mosquito that 
is the sole carrier of yellow fever, 
«nd in the absencé of which this 
disease cannot possibly exist. 
MALABU 
COMES IfEXT. 


"Yellow fever no longer is the 
menace to mankind it was a century 
ago. Now that we know its cause 
and how to deal with it there is no 
question but that we cañ get rid of 
It altogether. 
One hundred 
years 
from now a case of It probably will 
be regarded as a m'édlcàl cürlósiiy." 


Malaria, he ^aid,, is. much more 
formidable as well as more preva- 
lent. It also is carried by a mos- 
quito and he thinks it will ultimate- 
ly be conquered and that as a result 
millionp bt acres of the richest land 
In the trópics will be openêd to 
white setttement. In thé past these 
ia&ds wérei uninhabitable, especially 
to :whité ipéoplê .because of the 
preyàlenée !of yellow fever and ma- 
laiia, but by drainihg all swàmitë 
and thus desttoyihg mosquitos by 
giving them no.place to breed, these 
rich lands will be again thrown 
open. 
rCholera is ahôthèr epidemic dis- 
eáse which í^é thihks will be érádi- 
cáted.. Of it he says: 


"The presumption 
is that 
Its 
germs ufldér órdinar;^ coñditioidé 
find circuihstances unfavorable to 
their «qrfivál and propagation. Such 
being the case they die out and the 
epidemic côniëô td an end. But giv- 
en the rëîiiiisite conditions—unclean 
tivlng amiOBg ^.uman beings, obvi- 
ously suppliés tiienae-and the mal- 
ady may hold dût indefinitely, kill- 
ing people liké àiës.

idemic; in other words permanent- 
ly established. Mohammedan pil- 
grims journeying 
to Mecca frona 
that part of the world carry cholera 
with them, and to these pious "wayr 
farers are attributed distributions of 
(he infection which for centuries 
past have given rise to plagues of 
the diseàsè invading Europe and 
even our dwù country. 


"On the whole, however., cholera 
may be regarded as a disappearing 
disease. Its range is becoming re- 
stricted. Thé great epidemics of it 
which formerly dëvastated Europe 
at frequent intervals are not likely 
to recur. 


"The best protection agairist it lies 
in the knov.i-ledge we recently have 
gained as to its cause. If drinking 
water be boiled any germs that it 
contains will be killed and it cannot 
convey infection. 


"Fresh vegetables may under cer- 
tain conditions carry the germs; it 
is safest to cook them. Of utmost 
importance is the careful washing of 
the hands. 


"When the wèstern 
world has 
been cleaned up the Orient will re- 
main, at least 
for a long iime< a 
breeding placé for some of the worst 
diseases we Knòw. BUbbìilc plàgiie 
seetns to have originated in a prov- 
ince in China, where it is permanent- 
ly established and whence it has 
spread all over the world. 


"When crowded popiilatións dwell 
amid unsanitary surroundings as 
they do in China and India and are 
afiflicted by an extreme añd almost 
Utiiversal poverty, the task óf clean- 
ing up is well high hopeless—at 
best beset by extraordinary diiflcul- 
ties. Vie\ying such cònditio'ns one 
is not surprised that cholerd should 
take an enormous toll of death ah- 
nually 
in 
India, òr ¡that' plague 
should do the same—more than 
2,000,000 livés being wiped jout not 
long ago in a single twelyemimlh 
by an epidemic of the latter malady. 


"Bubonic plague is à malady ôr 
diséasç of rats. 
The rat harbors 
Ëeas which, deriving thé infection 
fròm the rodent animal, bites people, 
thiis communicating it to hüman be- 
fngë.

It 
is visable only in low water, for it has 
sunk deep into the mud, and only the 
tips of the ribs and a few pieces of 
planking remain above the surface. 


However., the outline is very plainly 
seen from a canoe or small boat, while 
tlie. shrubbery along the bank obscures 
any possible \iew of it /from the shore. 


Therefore the last trace^of the nav- 
igable St. Joe has remained long hid- 
den less than ten mijtfs from the heart 
of the city. 
The right hand pictures 
-show the boat as it appears in low 
water, the ends of the ribs protruding 
probably tliree incJies above the water,- 
and only an ontlinc of planking vis- 
able.

A number of years ago one of the 
other traces of the shipping vanished 
when the old canal boat cabin that for 
years stood' near Cohimbia street and 
the Nickel ' Plate railroad 
Avris torn 
down.- This old cabin had been taken 
from one 6f> the packet boats, and had 
run .the gamut from bachelor apart- 
ments to fiah market.

The old boat up the St. Joe was un- 
known or rather forgotten " then, > and 
had it not been for the inauguration, of 
canoing.at Robison park no one-.today 
would kiipw it existed. , HoweverV the 
canoists in their 
explorations. ci«ne 
across it. and the nbove photograph 
resulted. 


The canal has been lustory^ nearly 


fifty 'years.' But' here, and. there :açr,Cits' 
Indiana and/Ohio one-fijidS c^mwing- 


wealthy and-influential citizens, and in 
June, 1826, they managed to pry loose 
enough'money from the government cof- 
fers to get a preliminary survey. This 
was completed, two-years later, after a 
number of engineers had died,of malar- 
ia in the Indiana ^swamps. 


It was in 1832 that Jesse L. Wil- 
liams was appointed chief engineer,, and 
with nothing 'but the rough preliminary 
line to work from, he and a corps of as- 
sistants began the actual digging of.the 
canal.

the work, and income from other sourc^ 
was coming in slowly but surely,. for 
this, tlie first grijat v^blic improvement 
sanctioned by and partially linancied by 
the government of the United.

This Season. 


Special pains have been taken by the 
men who 
rejiggered 
the 
football 
rules 
for the coming season, to provide the full- 
back with more protection than he has 
ever had before and that means the full- 
back is going to be used more in carry- 
ing the ball. 


The rules, just issued, show that in re- 
gard to the fullback, distinction is made 
between "running into" the player and 
"roughing" him. 
The playe r who "runs 
into" the fullback will cause his team to 
be penalized 15 yards, while "roughing" 
the fullback will not only bring the 15- 
yard 
penalty, but 
cause 
the 
offending 
player to be disqualified. 


There is always the temptation to man- 
handle the man carrying the ball. 
The 
more the fullback is bumped the more 
penalties and disqualifications the other 
Bide will suffer, so coaches will see that 
the fullback is often in position to be 
bumped. 


Other changes are slight. 
The com- 
mittee decided the game could not be,im- 
proved much. 
The 
flocking 
of substi- 
tutes onto the field in the last period 
is prohibited by a rule which says resub- 
stitutions will not be allowed except- at 
the beginning of a period. 


The Center, in passing the ball, will 
have to let it out of his hands after his 
motion is started. 
That will prevent de- 
layed plays in which the center held the 
ball, until a player could come up and 
take it.

His Annual Proclama- 


tion for Holiday. 


Indianapolie, Aug. 28.—Governor Sam 
uel M, Ralston has issued the following 
Xabor day proclamation: 


"The statute 
of Indiana designates 
-iie first Monday in September as Labor 
day and emphasizes its importance by 
• making it a legal holiday. 
This is not 
done because there is a fixed laboring 
class in this country. 
There is no such 
class here. 
The man who labors witti 
his hands today may tomorrow, through 
his inguinity, direct the commercial in- 
terest of his community or state. 
And 
the man who directs today the commei- 
cial interest of his community or state 
may tomorrow occupy the position of 
day laborer; and this is as it should 
be in a free country, where every man's 
standing is, broadly speaking, fixed by 
his own industry and merit, or the lack 
thereof. 


"The public is glad to recognize the 
worth to society of those who work and 
to honor tliem for the strength and sta- 
bility they afford the state and nation. 
Without labor there would not be a 
home in which to shelter wife and chil- 
dren—there would not be a cathedral 
in which to worship 
God 
and Aveav^ 
stronger the bonds 
of 
brotherly love. 
Labor should not, therefore, be looked 
upon as a misfortune, but as a blessing. 
When justice prevails between it and 
capital, society 
enjoys 
prosperity and 
contentment, and out of those oome love 
and laughter. 


"Labor is an unmixed blessing wlu-n 
it '.A accompanied by the virtues of fru- 
gality, thrift and honesty. 
On these 
i 
I manhood is builded, and tiiosp onjoyiiig 
>a manhood builded out of labor should 
not overburden it through the lack of 
frugality. 
One supporting himself and 
those dependent upon him either by 1;'.- 
bor or bv other means, should not over- 
look the fact that -frugality is founded 
on the principle that all riches have 
limits/ 
whether 
accumulated 
througii 
labor or otherwise. 


"Frugality then has a moral as 
as an economic 
value; and this fart, 
coupled with the duty of govprnmeiit 
toward and the indebtednes-s of i?ociely 
to labor, should not be ovprlooked by 
those who will discuss on the day feet 
apart in honor of labor the things th;it, 
make for its welfare. 


"In ?-eco;:nition of these 
truths, 
i, 
Samuel M. Ralston, as governor of the 
state of Indiana, do designate and pro- 
claim Monday, the sixth day of Sep- 
tember, 1015, as Labor day and on this, 
day I direct that all offices, state and 
municipal, be closed; and I urge all the 
people of Indiana, in so far as it is prac- 
ticable for them to do so. to observe 
this day as a public holiday in honor 
of labor, bv closing their places of busi- 
ness and by turning from their usual 
avocations for the day. or by otherwise 
jiving fitting expression of their appre- 
iation of labor.''

Fifty years ago a red-headed, frcck- 
Icd-face little lad was running around 
in Miami county, Indiana, and he was 
looking for work, not for play. 
His 
circumstances forced him to work, and 
from the first position he held in a liv- 
ery stable, working for fifty cents .i 
week, up to the present time, this lad 
has never taken a vacation. . 


At one time Ben Wallace only owned 
the cheap overalls and suspenders 
he 
wore. 
He did not inherit a,dollar, has 
never had any pull except that of his 
own brain. At one time, he.<Iid not have 
money enough to buy feed for his pet 
canary bird. 
Today he owns one of 
the largest herds of elephants in the 
countr^' and is operating one 
of 
the 
largest circus 
organizations 
in 
the 
world. 


He is president of one of the larg- 
est banking institutions in Indiana, the 
Wabash Valley Trust company, at Peru. 
He owns one of the largest department 
stores in the state. 
He owns a theater 
and all sorts of land holdings in that 
city. 
But chief of Mr. Wallace's wealth 
is centered in land. 
He believes land 
is the safest and best place for money, 
and if he were young now, according 
to his statement, he would be a simple 
son of the soil. 
Raised on a farm, he 
has become Indiana's greatest 
farmer, 
owning and operating 
3,500 acres of 
land that could not be bought for less 
than $350 per acre. 


When the gorgeous street pageant of 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace

passes 
over the streets of Fort Wayne, Labor 
Day, Monday, Sept. 6, the small and 
poor lads 
of the city 
may 
find en- 
couragement

failing work, he became a mighty cap-

Every 
well-posted 
farmer 
in

Eastern states knows of "Ben" Wallace, 
•of Perji, Indiana, just as every little 
tot knows of 
the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace 
ahow.s. 
Notwithstanding 
his 
wealth, 
Mr. Wallace was never too busy to ex- 
tend every possible thought and care 
to his aged mother and never too proud 
to stoop to speak to the poor. Today 
when with his shows, he 
is 
sociable 
with every one 
of 
about 
1,000 
em- 
ploj'ees. 
Even 
many 
of the 
humble 
workmen he cals by their first name. He 
classes them among his friends, just as 
he does capitalists and noted persons 
numbered among his acquaintances. 


He 
shuns 
the limelight and never 
likes to be pointed out as "Mr. Wal- 
lace." 
Frequently people out of curi- 
osity may step up to him and ask if 
he is Mr. Wallace. 
He is almost sure 
to answer, "I am the 
boss 
hostler," 
however, not denying that 
he is Mr. 
Wallace. 


Although this Hoosier showman could 
buy and own all the circuses in the 
world, he has never desired to own and 
operate but one complete organization, 
which never divides or splits. 
Early 
in life it was his ambition to build up 
"the highest class circus in the world" 
and since that M'as attained be has con- 
stantly maintained the high standard. 
When buying horses, he could buy cheap 
animals, but he insists on buying the 
best. 
When he buys a suit of clothes, 
this same idea is kept in mind. He pre- 
fers to have one good suit of clothes 
rather than two suits that 
aggregate 
the same price. 


But it was when he bought outright 
the great 
Carl 
Hagenbeck's 
animal 
shows, a master hand was displayed in 
the amusement world and by the gen- 
uine combination of that unequaled an- 
imal show with his own three-ring cir- 
eus, the redheaded lad of Peru, Ind., 


became a "circus king." 


A big modern circus and mejiagerie 
probably embrace more different kinds 
of system and diciplinc than any other 
business in which men engage for pro- 
fit. 
It is a fact not generally- known 
that 
the 
average 
number of 
circuses 
starting out each spring would foot up 
to the amazing total of 200. 
Where 
they go no one knows. They start out 
buoyantly 
enough, but somehow 
they 
never seem to get back. When one con- 
siders that this has been going on in 
America for the past 75 years, it is 
really remarkable that so few men have 
succeeded in the circus business. 
"It 
seems pretty dear that a variety of 
genius not common is necessary to be- 
come a successful circus proprietor. 


There are only three or four well- 
known circus enterprises 
today, 
and 
two of 
them "Hagenbeck" and "Wal- 
lace," are among the most prominent. 
The combination of the Wallace circus 
as made several 
years ago with the 
Hagenbeck animal aggregation, has de- 
veloped a show different from the other 
circuses—the trained wild animals giv- 
ing a feature both 
interesting 
and 
pleasing.

Business conditions 
generally 
are 
good throughout the country and will 
improve us soon as the movement of 
crops is well under way. according to 
the monthly letter on trade conditions 
issued for September by the Old Nation- 
al bank. 


The letter says: 
"The 
purchasing 
power of tile people of this country is 
greater toilay than over before in his- 
tor3' and will be steadily increased each 
month for tho next few months at least. 
Our financial ability to handle our tre- 
mendous crops is a vitally important 
factor. 
That our crops will be tre- 
mendous is generally conceded and the 
total 
farm production will exceed in 
both quantity and value all previous 
records. 
On the other hand corn, oats 
and some of the smaller crops will prob- 
ably fall far short of present estimates 
but a decline of several per cent from 
present expectations could not be con- 
sidered a calamitv as even with such 
reductions our combined crops will be 
record-breaking."' 


The letter says that the best busi- 
ness conditions are to be found in the 
western and Rocky 
mountain 
states 
and the poorest conditions in the south- 
eastern 
states, in central New 
York, 
central Pennsylvania and on the west- 
em edge t)f the Pacific slope.

Berlin. Aug. 28.—The admiralty to- 
day made denial of the official British 
statement that a German submarine had 
been sunk this week by a British aviator 
off the Belgian coast near Ostend.

admiralty also made a report on the 
attack on Aug. 16 by a German subma- 
rine off the English coast. 
The an- 
nouncement is as follows: 


"One of our submarines on Aug. 16 
destroyed by gun fire the Benzol fac- 
tory with the attached Benzol ware- 
l-.ouses and furnaces near Harrington, 
ilngland. The statement of the British 
preso that the submarine attacked the 
op«n towns of Harrington, Parfon and 
Whitehaven is inexact. 


' The same submarine on Aug. 15 was 
fired at from a great distance in the 
Iri-sh sea by a large passenger steamer, 
probably a Royal mail steam packet, 
hut was not hit. 


"The British admiralty announced on 
Aug. 27 that a German submarine had 
been destroyed and slink off Ostend by 
a British seaplane. This is inexact. The 
submarine was attacked, but not hit, 
and returned to port undamaged.-' 


The British statement referred to by 
the fierman admiralty was made on Aug. 
20. it stated that Squadron Commander 
Arthur Bigsworth had destroyed single- 
handed a German siibmarine off Ostend.

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Jack London, the author, said a 
woman could work her way around 
the world as well as a man. A friend 
o^ London's said she could not. So 
forthwith 
London 
sold 
anotuer 
story, and, being (iuite flush with 
money, offered to back his convic- 
tions with a bet. 


"How muchr* asked the friend. 
"Five thousand," said London. 
"You're on," declared the friend. 
That occurred In 1911. Recently 
the Baroness Sylvaine arrived in 
.America—^the first woman of this 
country to work her way around the 
world. Jack London collected the 
$5,000 wager. As for the baroness 
—well, she married while on her 
nnique journey, and now receives 
an income from her late husband's 
estete. She did not learn of his 
death until she arrived in New York. 


The baroness was Mrs. Hilda Gil- 
bert before she left on her trip 
around the world. She lived near 


î/ondon's 
home in California, and 
Was the first woman to respond 
when London and his friend let their 
bet be known. 
LIKE MOTIE 
HEEOEVE'S EXPLOITS. 


The Baroness Sylvaine had many 
thrilling adventures while encircling 
the globe. 
She hobnobbed with a 
Zulu chief and made such an impres- 
sion that she can become one of his 
wives any time she wants to settle 
down in Africa. She also won the 
admiration of an Indian rajah by 
her ease in the saddle. And she v^as 
tirrested as a spy in Russia. 


Probably the most exciting of her 
adventures occurred in the China 
Sea» where the baroness was instru- 
mental in saving an English steam- 
er from being sunk by the German 
cruiser Emden. At the time she was 
the only woman passenger on the 
fteamer Lai Sang of the Indo-Chlna 
Line, which was bound from Singa- 
pore to Hongkong. 


The Emden overhauled the Lai 
Sang after firing several' shots 
across her bow. All of the English 
steamer's passengers were ordeied 
to take to small boats, as it was 
the intention of the warship's com- 
mander to sink his prize. 


"I have a woman aboard," replied 
the captain of the English boat. "She 
is an American citizen." 


The commander of the Emden was 
chivalrous.. He sent 
back 
word 
that he did not want to force a wom- 
an to take to the small boats. ,The 
Liai Sang was allowed to proceed. 
HEBE IS HEB 
OWN STOBY. 


Baroness Sylvaine, or plain Mrs. 
Sylvaine, as she prefers to be call- 
ed, sailed from New York on Jan. 
28, 1911. Her trip from then on is 
.best told in her own language; 


"I had only 10 shillings when I 
arrived in London. I met a man 
who had written a-skit and he sug- 
gested that I play a part in it. I 
was quite willing, but it was neces- 
sary that I play a mandolin. I con- 
fessed that I knew nothing about the 
. instrument. 'But I shall teach you,' 
' said the man. And he did—very 
badly. 


"The skit had a run—and then I 
. faced hard times once more. For six 
months I fought the wolf from the 
door, and at the end of that time I 
' was about to be evicted when' in 
desperation I wrote some articles. 
I sent a sample to the Pall -Mall. 
• Imagine my surprise on learning 
' they accepted it and wanted mpre! 
Tiiey told me they, would give me 3 
guineas a-thousand words. 


"Alas, came, a sad 
blow. 
The 
' editor told me ttey ; paid only on 
. publication, and that it Would be six 
: months before they began to publish 
them. 
And there I was; almost 
liout'tq.storye!., Buii-.dl^.not give . 
up^la despair.- I gave the «ditor the. 
lalk of my life. 
» " 


" 'But it is never done, you "inow,' ; 
be said when I had;flnfshed; Thai is 
. ' 
usually th^e Ibst word for the Jikig- 
lish. I pleaded agilin« He m e in 
' and handed 4e 4 clieék;: for ^200 
. 
vltb the adi)toii|t|on 
»hould 
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not tell anyone. I was happy beyond 
words. 


"Then I went to the continent as 
companion for a woman. I left her 
in Paris, and managed to get along 
all right for a time. When my mon- 
ey ran low and I was at my \*uts' 
ends I thought of how I had learn- 
ed to play the mandolin. I was giv- 
en 'bookings' in several cafes, and 
though I still played very badly I 
managed to keep engaged, 
BECOMES CAFE'S 
SENSATION. 


"I always went'to the cafes mask- 
ed,- wore my hair very brains'torm, 
and never appeared until midnight. 
They called me 'La Flame.' I had 
a boy with me who looked like an 
East Indian. After I played he 
would go among the audience and 
take up a 
collection. Then we 
would make a quick getaway in a 
taxicab, 
I did the same thing in 
Vienna. 


"After a time I became the mys- 
tery of the cafes. Who was the wom- 
an in the mask who played the man- 
dolin so badly? This question was 
on the lips 9f every cafe habitue. 
One night an impetuous American 
sought to solve the. riddle. He took 
hold of my mask and would have 
torn it off but for a Frenchman. 


"His name was Pierre Sylvaine— 
and he wa,s a perfectly good little 
baron. 
I married him. When he 
learned that I was trying to work 
my way around the world he be- 
came angry. 'You shall go no fur-,, 
ther,' he said, I insisted that I 
should. You see it was a matter of 
honor with me—^Mr, London had bet 
?5,000 that I could make the trip. 
I had to finish it. 


"I left the. baron and went to Ix)n- 
don. He followed. 
'I see you in- 
tend finishing the trip,' he said. 
'Well and good. But promise you 
will come back to me afterward.' I 
promised. In London I went on in 
cabaret, billed 
as 'La Flame,' the 
mystery of the Paris cafes, I be- 
came the rage.. Bookings were off- 
ered me galore. ^ One of these was 
for South Africa. I would have much 
preferred 1 to remain in Europe, but 
the South Africa offer meant money 
. and progress on my way around the 
world—so I took'it. 


'.'In Africa I heard so much about 
the Zulu chief Laduna that I decid- 
ed ;to visit him in his native kraal; 
It was a- two-day trip by ox team 
across the. yeldt—itnd then a trip 
thrbiigli tVe Woods in a litter.' 
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^ He was charming. First he spoko 
to me in Kaffir, and perceiving ihat 
I did not understand him, he talked 
English. He was ' a magnificent 
creature physically—6 feet 8 inches. 
His proudest possession was a kitch- 
en chair which he kept in the middle 
of the house and sat upon as though 
it were a throne. 
CAN BE 
AFBICAN QUEEN, 


"I seemed to make quite an im- 
pression on Chief Laduna and can 
become one of his wives if ever I de- 
cide to settle down in Africa. Isn't 
that too funny for words!" 


Baroness Sylvaine laughed aloud. 
"Next I went to Bombay. On the 
way there I became acquainted with 
a young naval lieutenant and his 
sister. They had been brought up 
. in India and had known the Rajah 
of Rutlam from childhood: I had al- 
ways wanted to see a real live ra- 
jah, so accepted their invitation to 
visit him. 


"The rajah was very highly edu- 
cated—a graduate of Oxford. 
He 
dressed richly in brocaded coats, 
rich silk turbans and many jewelsi 
—he was fully aware that he was a 
king and the son of kings. He Avas 
the best polo player in all India. I 
stayed two weeks at his guest house 
and rode with him to the'polo field 
every morning. 
He, liked me be- 
cause I could ride, and. I also pleas- 
ed him by praising his polo pony. 


"From there. I went to Agra. 
I 
" was stricken with typhoid fever and 
was in a hospital for six weeks. 
When I recpye;red I went to China. 
Luck again fell across ii^ :path. In 
Hongkong I received a commission. 
• fr jm a pap^r. to go, to Canton. There 
at ft 'revoluUonette/ as I called it, 


write my Impressions. Summed up 
they are: Were it uot for disease 
and the .fact that most of the men 
are students, the Chinese would rule 
tlie world. 


"Now, to tell you how I came to 
be arrested as a spy. 
Whilo in 
China I saw the name of Vladivostok 
on the map and decided to run over 
there. Hearing of my intention, a 
man I had become acquainted with 
asked me to undertake a mission fpr 
him—to deliver some important pri- 
vate papers to his wife in Vladivos- 
tok. We agreed on a cable code. I 
was to send him the word 'seventy' 
if I succeeded.in finding his wife, 
and 'fifty' should I fail. 


"I found'her, delivered the papers, 
and went to the cable office to send 
the' word 'seventy.' But war bad 
been declared; there was martial 
law and they suspected that I was 
a spy. 
OUTWITS 
BUSSIAN OFFICIAL. 


"I was. taken before the com- 
mandant. He asked me the meah- 
ing of 'seventy.' Of course, I could 
not tell him that, 'seventy' meant 
the papers have been delivered. He 
would be sure that I was a spy then, 
and heaven only knows what would 
happen to poor me. 


"The commandant could not speak 
English. I could not speak Russian. 
For three hours we were at a dead- 
lock—with my fate in the balance. 
Finally^ r made him understand that 
^seventy' meant 'seventy rubles,' and 
I was allowed to go." 


The baroness related other thrill- 
ing adventures, including that In 
which- the German warship Emden 
figured. 


"I did not letrn until I wafched 


husband, had died, and I was to re- 
ceive an income from his estate," 
added the baroness. "Of course; I 
was sorry not to have remained with 
him—but what was I to do? I was 
honor bound to attempt working my 
way around the world." 


Jack London wears one of those 
"w hat-did-I-tell-you" sort of smiles, 
the while he speculates pn whether 
to bank the $5,000 or spend it in 
travel. 


Constructing a 
Great Sewer 


Drilling, blasting and cutting their 
way through solid rock at an aver- 
age depth of 65 feet below the 
streets of St. Louis. 500 men are at 
work night and day on a tunnel 
Which, when finished in the fall of 
1916, will be four miles long, almost 
wide enough to run two street cars 
through abreast, and will cost the 
city approximately $3,000,000. This 
is the new Mill Creek storm sewer, 
built to relieve the present Mill 
Creek sewer in time of heavy rains. 


Work on the project has been go- 
ing on since the middle of October, 
and up to this time there have al- 
ready been 6,000 feet of tunnel hol- 
lowed out of the solid rock, In addi- 
tion to 500 feet of sewer completed 
in what is called the open cut, be- 
tween Broadway and the river. 
There will be no tunneling neces- 
sary in this section. The rein- 
forced concrete tube will be laid aft- ' 
er the excavation of a trough of the 
propi»rsize. 
Theire are 2,200 feet of the open 


the tunnel, making a total length of 
20,000 feet, almost four miles. Nine- 
tenths of the tunneling is through 
rock. 
A TRIP THROUGH 
THE TUNNEL. 


The descent down any of the eight 
shafts, which mark the various sec- 
tions of the sewer, is made by means 
of a steam-operated lift, on which 
the cars of mud and broken stone 
are brought to the surface. Being 
lowered into one of these shafts, sev- 
eral of which are 90 feet deep, is 
like the descent into a coal mine. 
One drops from the noise of the 
street to a damp gloomy cavern 90 
feet below, lit only by incandescent 
lamps at intervals of 20 or 25 yards, 
but noisy with the roar of machin- 
ery, the grinding of the drills and 
the shouts of the mud-bespattered 
men at their work. 
And all the 
while, there is the constant drip of 
the seepage water from the lock 
overhead covering the tunnel floor 
to a depth of from three to six 
inches. 


The walls, the floor and the vault 
are of rough rock and down the cen- 
ter of the passage runs a double nar- 
row gauge railroad 
system, along 
which, at intervals, a tired and mud- 
dy donkey splashes on his way to 
the shaft with a car of broken rock 
in tow. Running along the walls of 
the passage, the longest of which is 
at present 700 feet, is a pipe line 
about 10 inches in diameter through 
which a constant flow of air is 
forced to the workers at the far end 
of the tube, creating a regular cir- 
culation of air through the tunnel to 
the entrance shaft and keeping the 
passage almost perfectly ventilated. 
A gutter also follows the wall, in 
which the seepage water is carried 
off to a well at the shaft, from which 
it is pumped into nearby sewers. 


TO BE SIXTEEN 
FEET WIDE. 


It is the plan of the contractors. 
In charge of the work to hollow out 
the passage from the rock for its en- 
tire length before any of the interior 
concrete fltnlsh is applied. The in- 
side of the sewei^, when finished, 
will be in the shape of a horse shoe 
with a slightly curved bottom, and 
will be 16% feet across and in 
height ' The present passage that is 
being blasted out. however is about 
irieet hifh and wide. 
,'^our "shots'* are*lli^ ia^ each 24 
hottri' biisstiai>:eftch' i^ot, Jrhieh is 


in the rock at the end of the tunnel, 
requiring 72 pounds of dynamite; 
These charges are set off in thi«e 
separate explosions, which together 
remove a siection of rock 8 by 13 
feet and 5 feet deep. All workmea 
leave the tunnel at the time of fir- 
ing as a. matter of precaution, as 
the rock is often hurled as far as 50 
feet. Due to the proximity of civili- 
zation. however, these charges ar« 
only half as heavy as the ones usu- 
ally used In timnellng. 


The city engineer discovered that 
the shaking of the houses and the 
breaking of the windows that have 
caused so many complaints from the 
residents in the neighborhood of 
Sixth and Rutger sts. and elsewhera 
along the course of the sewer, have 
not-been the result of the rocking of 
the earth by the blasts of dynamite 
fired underground, as is generally 
supposed. They have been caused, 
instead, by air pressure. The shocli 


of the explosion in the underground 
passage suddenly compresses the air 
in the tunnel and forces it out the 
shafts with such force that win- 
dows in the neighborhood are blown 
in and walls of adjoining buildings 
shaken. These disturbances are no- 
ticeable only in the vicinity of the 
shaft openings, and as the tunnel 
grows longer the air pressure at th« 
openings grows lessk 
TEBMINUS OP 
THE SEWEB. 


The floor of the sewer is on ths 
same level for the entire 20,000 
feet, ho slope being allowed to aid 
the drunage as is customary in ths 
ordinary sewer. This is on account 
of its being a storm sewer, carrying 
no foul water, the pressure of the 
water in the shafts at the end of the 
tunnel in time of heavy rains being 
enough to force the flow. 


The western terminus of the work 
is at Vandeventer and Duncan ave- 
nues, from whence it runs east 
through a right of way to Spring 
avenue, south under Spring to Chou- 
teau avenue, east to Theresa street, 
south, to Rutger street, east to Jef- 
ferson avenue, noi^ to Hickory 
street, east to Ninth.street, south to 
Rutger again, and thence east to the 
river. The greatest dejpth of th* 
flow, line is at Grand uid Chouteaa- 
avenues, where it is 130 feet below 
street level. . 
- 


The: work has progressed so far 
without any fatalities, despite the 
large number of men employed and 
the hautrdous 
conditions imder 
which they work.

Indiana's system of taxation was bit- 


terly assailed Friday evening at a meet- 
ing of the Fort Wayne. Civic Forum iu 
the auditorium of the. South Wayiw 
school. 


Several discrepancies in the present 


tax system were pointed out by Attor- 
ney W. C. Clapham. Ross K. Lockridge, 
secretary of the Citizens' League of in- 
diana, declared he favored the abolition 
of the general property tax or a change 
in the constitution of the state. 
Tin-- 


speaker advocated the separation of lo- 
cal and state tax sources so that the 
state taxes would 
be 
evenly divided 


among the counties according to popu- 
lation. He would also divorce the tax- 
ation system from party politics by in- 
stituting a civil service scheme for as- 
sessors. 


Calvin Brown, lormer coumy auditor, 


defended the tax ferret system. He de- 
clared that the state should be divided 
into four districts with a state tax com- 
mission of live or seven men to cqualiz 
the system of taxation in these dis- 
tricts. 
He advocated the appointment 


of a commission to serve throughout ihe 
year with a 
certain 
number as hold 


over members. 


Attorney Glenn Smiley presided and 


made a short talk in which he pointed 
out two distinct evils in the tax -ys- 
tem as follow*:
